Ms.  Lerner  suggested  that  members  review  the  By-Laws  and  vote  approval  at  the  next 
meeting.  The  group  discussed  what  days  would  be  acceptable  for  a regular  meeting. 
Mr.  Asay  said  he  would  reserve  Room  278  for  the  group  on  a regular  basis.  Mr. 
O’Connor  moved  that  the  regular  meeting  be  held  the  on  first  Wednesday  of  every 
month  from  4:00  p.m.  to  6:00  p.m.  Seconded  by  Mr.  Legallet,  the  motion  passed 
unanimously. 

4.  SELECTION  OF  ADVISORY  BOARD  CHAIR  AND  VICE  CHAIR 

Ms.  Lerner  and  Mr.  Asay  explained  the  roles  and  responsibilities  of  the  Chair.  Having 
participated  in  the  Bioscience  Task  Force,  Mr.  Cohen  contributed  his  thoughts  as  to 
how  the  chair  should  perform.  My  Do,  who  also  participated  in  the  Bioscience  Task 
Force  stated  that  she  did  rot  have  the  time  to  fill  the  role  of  chair.  The  group  agreed 
to  defer  selection  of  chair  and  vice  chair  until  the  August  meeting. 

5.  OVERVIEWS  OF  ISSUES  ADVISORY  BOARD  MAY  CONSIDER  IN  FUTURE  MEETINGS 

Mr.  Asay  reiterated  goals  for  Advisory  Board  set  forth  in  the  legislation  that 
established  this  board. 

Ms.  Matz:  Prop.  I mandated  an  economic  development  plan  for  the  City.  Last  Friday 
the  City  issued  a request  for  qualifications  (RFQ)  for  consultants  to  draft  that  plan; 
assuming  that  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  Development  gets  funds 
in  the  budget,  it  will  hire  the  consultants  who  must  produce  a plan  within  a year. 

Jasper  Rubin,  DCP:  Planning  Dept,  will  soon  issue  a policy  and  location  paper,  based 
on  a report  initiated  by  legislation  from  Supv.  Maxwell’s  office  to  provide  an  update 
on  supply  and  demand  for  PDR  (production,  distribution,  repair)  businesses  in  the 
City.  Had  to  evaluate  how  we  classify  PDR  businesses,  and  then  to  look  at  what  the 
department  has  been  doing  in  the  Eastern  neighborhoods  (where  most  industrially- 
zoned  land  and  thus,  PDR  is)  and  what  that  proposed  land  use  would  to  affect  the 
supply  of  land  in  the  future.

Conclusions:  that  there  will  be  growth  in  PDR  in  future;  that  there  will  be  a 13% 
increase  in  those  jobs;  that  certain  sectors  will  increase,  some  will  decline  but  it  will 
be  stable.  Decline  expected  in  garment  industry.  Major  conclusion:  there  could  be 
enough  land  to  include  future  needs  if  Port  property  included;  and,  were  City  to 
adopt  currently  proposed  land  use  plan,  there  is  not  enough  building  supply.  Are  now 
17.5  million  square  feet  of  building  space  used  by  PDR  businesses  in  Eastern 
neighborhoods.  Current  proposal  to  rezone  would  reduce  that  to  about  ten  million. 

Ms.  Entine  offered  to  come  to  the  August  meeting  to  report  on  what  the  City  is  doing 
to  attract  and  retain  other  industry  sectors  and  to  talk  about  emerging  sectors,  e.g., 
research  and  development,  media,  digital/audio  businesses  that  have  elements  in 
common  with  PDR. 

Mr.  Rubin:  three  main  characteristics  of  PDR:  the  nature  of  the  work,  how  a building 
space  is  being  used,  the  ability  to  pay;  also  things  that  make  PDR  incompatible  with 
housing:  noise,  odors,  etc. 
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Ms.  Do  asked  Mr.  Rubin  to  come  to  the  August  meeting  with  PDR  definitions  that  the 
Advisory  Board  can  adopt.

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The  standard  source  used  by  government  to  classify  businesses  accordmg  to  what  was 
produced.

DCP  identifies  businesses  by  land  use  and  has  described  PDR  as  a set  of  businesses 
that  share  three  key  characteristics: 

1)  Limited  ability  to  pay  rent  {$.50-$2.CX)) 

2)  Require  certain  building  types,  e.g.,  flexible  space  with  features  such  as  loading 
docks,  clear  storage,  etc. 

3)  Activities  often  are  incompatible  with  housing  because  of  hours  of  operation,  use 
noxious  materials,  produce  noise  and  light. 

Finding  that  it  is  difficult  to  come  up  with  an  exhaustive  list  of  PDR  uses  that  can  be 
plugged  Into  the  Planning  Code. 

Basic  facts  about  PDR  in  San  Francisco:  comprise  about  11%  of  total  jobs  (68,000  as  of 
2002).  35%  of  jobs  are  on  land  not  currently  zoned  industrial;  many  are  small 
construction  firms  run  out  of  someone’s  house  or  an  auto  repair  shop  on  a commercial 
street;  greatest  demand  is  for  10,000  square  feet  or  less.

DCP  focusing  its  attention  on  PDR,  largely  in  Eastern  Neighborhoods  since  that  is 
where  most  of  the  PDR  businesses  are— comprises  just  about  all  industrial  land  in  SF. 

EPS  (consultant)  report:  PDR  jobs  will  increase  13%  by  2030  provided  that 
appropriately  zoned  land  is  available.

4.  REVIEW  EASTERN  NEIGHBORHOODS  INTERIM  CQNTROT.S 

Jasper  Rubin,  (DCP):  idea  of  interim  controls  is  to  hold  the  line  and  stabilize 
neighborhoods  while  completing  research  and  analysis  for  permanent  solution  to  zoning 
and  other  planning  issues.  Interim  controls  have  to  be  based  on  existing  planning  code; 
cannot  be  more  liberal  (e.g..  cannot  raise  heights,  can  only  lower  heights);  cannot  put  a 
moratorium  on  housing  development.  Can  last  9-18  months.  Two  weeks  ago.  the 
Planning  Commission  adopted  a Resolution  of  Intent  to  Initiate  Interim  Controls  and  may- 
vote  on  it  on  February  16.

Position  on  proposed  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Interim  Controls 
adopted  February  8,  2006 

The  Back  Streets  Business  Advisory  Board  has  reviewed  in  detail  the  Planning  Department’s 
proposed  Interim  Controls  (dated  Jan  14,  2006)  and  have  the  following  comments: 

Our  comments  on  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  Interim  Controls  are  through  the  lens  of  the  Back 
Streets  Businesses  Advisory  Board’s  focus  on  protecting  and  enhancing  the  vitality  of  back  streets, 
or  more  familiarly  “PDR,”  businesses.  Other  land  uses  issues  that  affect  back  street  businesses  in 
an  indirect  way,  such  as  housing  density,  affordability,  and  transportation,  etc — are  critical  to  the 
success  of  “mixed  use”  districts,  but  the  BBAB  is  using  its  own  fairly  narrow  scope  in  evaluating 
the  impacts  of  the  Interim  Controls  on  back  streets  businesses. 

Mixed  Use  Residential  District 

We  recognize  that  this  district  is  intended  to  encourage  housing.  However,  the  Interim  Controls 
provide  no  protections  for  existing  PDR  uses.  There  is  still  an  importance  to  retain  PDR  uses 
currently  in  these  areas  as  part  of  an  overall  balanced  City  policy  about  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods 
rezonings.  The  increased  residential  density  in  these  areas  should  be  a mechanism  to  require 
appropriate  public  benefits,  including  protecting  businesses  and  jobs. 

■ We  recommend  adding  a development  requirement  to  the  Interim  Controls  for  some  kind 
of  relocation  assistance  for  displaced  PDR  business  operators  to  be  able  to  move  to  another 
comparable  space  within  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  areas  of  the  City. 

■ We  also  recommend  that  the  Interim  Controls  clarify  that  PDR  uses  are  an  allowed  use  in 
this  district  even  though  it  is  implied. 

Urban  Mixed  Use  District 

It  appears  that  this  district  is  intended  to  achieve  a balance  of  housing  and  PDR  uses.  However, 
under  the  Interim  Controls  small-scale  PDR  uses  could  still  be  displaced  from  this  area. 

■ We  recommend  reducing  the  minimum  threshold  for  PDR  space  in  new  development  to 
1,000  square  feet,  as  this  will  still  provide  viable  space  for  some  small  business  operations. 

■ We  also  recommend  that  new  development  not  providing  PDR  space  on  site  be  required 
to  make  a minimum  contribution  to  some  kind  of  program  towards  PDR  retention  and 
expansion  district  wide. 

Employment  and  Business  Development  District 

Our  understanding  is  that  this  district  is  intended  to  provide  the  most  protection  for  PDR  businesses.  Yet. 
there  are  other  business  types  allowed  under  the  Interim  Controls  that  because  of  their  economics  will 
easily  out-compete  and  potentially  displace  and/or  preclude  traditional  light-industrial/PDR  businesses. 
This  is  a dangerously  broad  definition  of  allowable  “PDR”  uses  in  these  areas.  We  have  serious 
reservations  about  the  inclusion  of  non-PDR  uses  in  these  districts. 

■ We  recommend  re-evaluating  the  new  policy  of  promoting  biotech,  digital  media  and  other  high- 
tech  in  these  core  PDR  areas  of  the  Eastern  Neighborhoods  and  the  appropriate  specific  land  use 
controls  for  such  non-PDR  uses. 

■ We  also  recommend  that  “PDR”  should  be  more  explicitly  defined,  rather  than  defined  simply  by 
what  it  isn’t,  if  the  Interim  Controls  are  going  to  create  a true  PDR  protection  and  promotion  zone  in  the 
Eastern  Neighborhoods.
